Today’s Talk

WITH CONFIDENCE 


M O N T A IG N E was born over 400 
years ago. America had been 
discovered but a few years before 
and all Europe was aflame with 
hope over the event. And yet in the 
very 
years 
th at 
M ontaigne 
was 
cradled as a baby, “some forty 
Frenchm en marched to the pyre.” 
This was in the year 1534. 
This great writer, however, was 
brought up in an atm osphere of 
books and his very deep love for 
his father stim ulated him to em ulate 
th a t parent’s learning and taste for 
the better things in life. At the age 
of but 38, however, he retired to his 
library th a t he m ight devote the 
rem aining years of his life to th a t 
of m editation and writing. I can 
imagine the thrill he m ust have felt 
every time he ascended th a t stair­ 
way of his, and read the inscription 
that he had placed there. I t read: 
“For men. the height of wisdom is 
to take things as they are, and look 
upon the rest with confidence.' 
Later this student of himself and 
the world wrote this: “Seeing the 
miseries which have overwhelmed 
us, I do not conclude we are at 
the last gasp. I do not despair.’’ 
These thoughts were w ritten in 
France nearly 400 years ago. 
It 
would be well to dwell upon them 
today. Even while half the world 
crumbles from the hand of the ty­ 
ran t we m ust not despair. We m ust 
look upon the future with confi­ 
dence. 
We m ust not forget that our h ap ­ 
py way of life upon this Continent 
was made over a pavement of strife 
and suffering, as well as sacrifices so 
great th a t we, in our day, can only 
faintly realize their import. 
But 
we do know what they did to give 
us what we now enjoy. In no m an­ 
ner now should we shrink from 
sacrifice in order to preserve what 
they so unselfishly bequeathed to 
us. 
We m ust all look upon the fu­ 
ture with confidence. We m ust not 
despair. 
Faith alone is going to save this 
world from utter destruction. There 
is something in the hum an spirit 
th a t 
bombs and cannon cannot 
reach to destroy. 
Napoleon once 
stated th a t God was on the side of 
the biggest artillery. But Napoleon 
died deserted upon a lonely island, 
and his Empire shrivelled, and to­ 
day, over a hundred years later, 
the roar of war echoes about his 
cold tomb. 
Until m ens faith in one another 
is restored throughout the world 
there can be no lasting peace. Let 
us not lose this faith. Let us back 
it with confidence.
